That is not at all true of the follow­ 
ing of Stanton and Anderson; v arious 
considerations hav e broug ht different 
men to the support of these candidates 
and, in the case of Stanton the con­ 
sideration is larg ely the desire for a 
Southern California g ov ernor.

derson or Stanton wore to drop out 
of the race, part of their support would 
g u to Curry , but only a small part.

pain-distracted woman crying out that 
Frank Skelly murdered her. 
You are 
convinced he would not throw gaso­ 
line upon her without cause. 
That 
would be the act of a fiend. 
There is 
no cause Shown. 
"The nurse, as calm as any person 
there, heard no word of attempted 
murder. 
Her word should be taken 
as against the word of ladies who 
were greatly 
excited. 
Mrs. 
Skelly 
told Dr. Gordon nothing of it, whom 
she would be most likely to tell.” 
Attorney R. Y. William s said: "Elim ­ 
inate the feature of the statements of 
Mrs. Skelly and there is not a particle 
of evidence of a crime. 
These state­ 
ments were made by a woman suffer­ 
ing terrible jnftn. 
Otherwise, every­ 
thing is in Mr. Skelly’s favor. 
The 
couple had had no trouble. 
"Take the situation. 
It was early 
in the morning. 
Suppose Mrs. Skelly 
tried to fill the stove. 
Someone tried 
to fill it. 
Mr. Patterson found the 
tank off the stove. 
W ith the burners 
going she might have 
caught 
fire 
easily. 
All aflame, she might easily 
mistake her husband's actions. There 
was a case in this county where a 
girl afire from gasoline thought her 
father and mother were burning her 
up. 
"W e ask for bail on the law. 
When 
the probability is not .great, bail may 
be given. 
1 submit that there is not 
sufficient evidence here to convince a 
jury of this man’s guilt.” 
District Attorney Davis 
answered, 
saying that under the law where the 
presumption is great bail cannot be 
given. 
“ No motive shown?” he said. 
"No 
motive need be shown. 
Many a man 
has been convicted without a motive 
being shown. 
The evidence of 
the 
last witness alone is sufficient to bind 
this man over without bail. 
The pre­ 
sumption is all against him. 
"On that morning when his dying, 
burned wife accused him, he did not 
open his mouth. 
He gave not one 
word of justification. 
Yesterday and 
today, he has not opened his mouth 
to give one word of justification,” 
Bishop— "In this county Cook and 
the Hungerfords were 
admitted 
to 
bail.” 
Smithwick— “ I have read the law 
and understand it perfectly. 
I shall 
hold the defendant to answer for trial 
in the superior court, without bail.”
